General John . Cowin, special counarel
for the government In the Unlon Paclia
foreviosure ault, returpned to hie home In
thia ¢lty yeaterday, Since Pridhy he tad
been in 8L Louls, where he seotied (rom
Judge Sanborn the I 0 eguily ealling for
the foreclorure of the governmont's sccond
mortgage on the Union Macific and Kansus
Paelfic rallwavs,

taked by & Beo reporter the time of the
forectosure sales, General Cowin  replied:
“That In almost lmpossibie to sinte. The
desire of the government Is to proceed In
ny expeditioua a manner as possible until
the foreciceure shall be consummated, No
unnecessary time will be lost, But the dato
of the salss will altogether depend on  the
appearance or llQI\l-i;‘]‘l arance of l‘lT'l!l’""““‘
facitlons.
